Turning 
on the light will have a beneficial effect in many directions. 


The Ebell's Proposed Club House 


The Ebell Club is preparing to erect a club house of its own, 


a fact that is as significant of the growth of culture in Oakland as it 
is of the increase in the prosperity of the Ebell society. 
Unfprtu- 


nately announcement of this intention has provoked some ill-natured 
comments in publications engaged in shooting folly as it flies, and 
as often missing the mark as hitting it, and not infrequently mistak- 
ing a robin for a crow. 
One of these comments containing a gross, if 


not malicious, misstatement of facts was inadvertantly copied into 
THE TRIBUNE, which has always entertained a high apprecia- 
tion of the line of work taken up by the Ebell Club, and the refin- 
ing and humanizing influence the club's activities ha-ve had on the 


, feminine portion of the community. While giving added currency 


to the little fling is to be regretted, it has furnished an occasion and 
a text for telling some pleasant truths about the most distinctive and 
perhaps the most useful, all things considered, women's club on 
the American continent, an organization that was a pioneer in its 
field, and which has given Oakland a deserved reputation for the 
Tiigh standard of feminine culture and intelligence prevailing here. 


The Ebell is a peculiarly representative body, a fact that is 


largely ascribable to the broad foundation on which it was reared. 
It is not a fashion club, a social-club, a religious club, or a political 
club—it does not stand for a fad, an ism or any particular cult—its 
mission is educational in the highest and best sense—the general 
improvement, not only of its members, but of the entire community 
and the conditions which prevail in the community, social, moral, 
civic, intellectual. Its single aim is to improve the tastes, cultivate 
the minds and expand the mental horizon of womankind. Its ac- 
tivities are therefore widely diffused and expended on many differ- 
ent ideas and for a variety of distinct purposes. 
It has special 


courses in literature, languages, music, etc., and the scope of its lec- 
tures is cosmic, embracing literature, music, pictorial and plastic, 
art, history, manners, customs, civics, statics, dress reform, social 
science, the drama, domestic and political economy, architecture 
and arboriculture. 


In short the members of the Ebell club aic striving to educate 


themselves as to the meaning of things in general. Their society 
provides a sort of post graduate course in both polite and practical 
learning embracing studies 
about 
everything worth inquiring 


Into in this material age of ours. Of course, the polish comes main- 
ly from attrition, but the general influence is both wholesome and 
•refining while giving stimulus and direction to the powers of 
feminine observation and deduction. 


The Ebell has given its namo to a distinct type of women's 


organization—a club for the general development of the feminine 
understanding, lending an interested ear to lectures on all sub- 
jects, from the Fourth Dimension of Space to basting a turkey or 
feeding a baby. A flourishing Ebell club has been founded in Los 
Angeles, a city that is always quick to grasp and adopt any new idea, 
and in other parts of the country clubs are springing up having the 
Ebell of Oakland for their model. 


Still the original society retains its preeminence and remains 


distinctive in its devotion to the single idea of hgher culture for 
women, a devotion that diffuses itself in many lines of mental activi- 
ty g"^ expresses itself in various forms, but all converging and 
correlated to the general object. 


The Ebell Club of Oakland has purchased a large lot on Harri- 


son street, between Fourteenth and Fifteenth, on which it is pro- 


' 
posed to erect a building artistic in design and specially adapted for 
the uses to which it is to be applied. For this lot the sum of 
$10,000 was paid—it is probably \vorth nearly twice that sum to- 
day. 
It is entirely unincumbered. 
It is proposed to sell $20,000 


worth of stock to members of the club exclusively to obtain the 
necessary funds to erect the club house. The public is not asked to 
subscribe for the stock or contribute anything to the enterprise, 
though the ladies of the Ebell have many claims on the public for 
their unselfish efforts to adorn and beautify the city. They raised 
the money to buy the lot on which the Carnegie library stands, and 
they furnished the Children's Room of that institution at a cost of 
several thousand dollars. They have also lent a helpful influence in 
all movements to improve sanitary conditions and make Oakland 
more beautiful and attractive. Thus they have been no unimportant 


'ency in civic development 


When the club house is finished and furnished it will represent 


an investment of $40,000. It is needless to say that it will be an 
ornament to the city and will be a center of culture that will reflect 
honor on the entire community; and be a famous advertisement for 
Oakland. 
The club's undertaking should, therefore, be warmly en- 


couraged by persons having the welfare of the city at heart. It is 
not to be sneered at by anyone, still less be misrepresented, and in- 
vidious criticisms directed at it from the outside should be properly 
resented by all loyal Oak-landers. No doubt the ladies of the Ebell 
will succeed in their enterprise, for they have never yet failed in

anything they undertook, and in a matter so dear to their hearts 
they will be sure to put forth redoubled exertions. It may be re- 
marked, in parenthesis, that women are much more likely to suc- 
ceed in such matters than men. Women completed the Bunker Hill 
monument aft,er men had failed; they preserved Mount Vernon 
and the home of Andrew Jackson, and to their inspiration we owe 
Memorial Day. The women of the Ebell are not behind their sis- 
ters of other localities in energy and capacity for concentrated effort, 
and will not fail to erect the beautiful home they have planned.

Legislative Needs of Alaska 


Congress should lend an "attentive and sympathetic ear to the 


wants of Alaska as voiced in the memorial recently adopted by the 
convention at Seattle. Alaska has yielded vast wealth of late years, 
and has developed resources and capacities until lately unsuspected. 
The country has considerable agricultural possibilities, and, con- 
trary to the belief accepted as unquestionable till the wonderful gold 
discoveries on the upper Yukon brought that far northern region 
under the searching gaze of the world, can sustain a considerable 
population. Of course, mining will remain the chief industry, but 
the Alaskan fisheries are of enormous and increasing value. 
The 


fur production is large. 
The chief minerals are gold, copper, coal, 


iron, and there is much timber in the southern part of the Territory. 


The climatology, topography, geographical isolation and ' pe- 


culiar coast formation of Alaska require special legislative treatment 
if the isolation of the Territory is to be counterbalanced and its de- 
velopment for permanent settlement and industrial exploitation 
promoted. The peculiar needs of Alaska dictate a total disregard 
of precedent in dealing with them. It would be absurd and unjust 
to treat Alaska as we do Arizona, Oklahoma or the Indian Ter- 
ritory. 
Circumstances alter cases, and the conditions existing in 


Alaska are so different from anything else encountered by Congress 
in framing legislation that it should be- dealt with separate and 
apart from other sections of the Republic. Having in view these 
conditions, one can take up the several specifications of the memor- 
ial before Congress with a clear conception of the National duty to 
Alaska and the legislative action necessary to its proper fulfilment. 
Here they are: 


"First—The enactment by Congress of a statute applying to 


Alaska alone, amendatory and supplementary to the present federal 
statute, making it impossible to locate placer claims by power of 
attorney, and making it impossible to locate more than twenty acres 
of placer ground in one claim; abolishing the provisions of the 
statutl which permit the grouping of claims; making it impdssi- 
ble for one person to locate more than two claims on one creek or 
tributary; declaring that the finding of gold in any quantity within 
the limits of a placer claim constitutes discovery; asks for the sub- 
stitution of a $25 license tax upon claims instead of the present one 
hundred dollar assessment, the license money to be used on roads, 
non-payment of the license subjecting the claim to relocation, and 
declaring the law of water rights in connection with placer mining 
claims, 
* 
« 


"Second—Asks Congress for an appropriation of one million 


dollars for wagon roads, the expenditure of which shall be under 
the supervision of the road commission. 


"Third—The application of the earnings of the government land 


and wireless telegraph lines in Alaska to the betterment and ex- 
tension of cable and telegraph lines in Alaska, particularly the ex- 
tension of the Sitka cable to Wrangell and Ketchikan; also of cable 
lines from Seward to Illiamna, Dutch Harbor and Kaska. 


"Fourth—Legislation relieving the United States judges of their 


administrative duties and appointing of commissioners by transfer- 
ring such power to government or civil officials. 


"Fifth—Redistricting the present judicial divisions, increasing the 


number of judges and creating an appellate court in Alaska. 


"Sixth—Abolishing the antiquated fee'system of all officers, 


and substituUng instead adequate salaries. 


"Seventh—Removing the restrictive tax of one hundred dollars 


per annum upon railroads. 


"Eighth—The establishing of base lines and meridians through 


Southern and Central Alaska, to the end that the homesteaders now 
located and those who ma' locate in the future may improve his 
lands on the same terms of equality as elsewhere in the United 
States. 


"Ninth—Providing more lighthouses on the coast of Alaska. 
"Tenth—For better postal facilities with special reference to 


providing for assistance for postmasters in growing towns. 


"Eleventh—For the erection of suitable buildings for the trans- 


action of public business in the several political divisions of Alaska. 


"Twelfth—Placing the care and protection of the natives of 


Alaska under the direct supervision of the governor of Alaska." 


None of these are unreasonable; a few are comparatively unim- 


portant, but the great majority express needs which admit neither 
of dispute nor question as to wisdom and propriety. Alaska should 
be given as soon as possible, better means of intercommunication, 
as well as better communication with the outside 
world. 
Cables^ 


telegraph lines, railways and wagon roads are the readiest means of 
intercommunication. Their construction should therefore be en- 
couraged and aided. A stern, rockbound coast, studded with myriad 
inlets and headlands, swept by icy seas, ripped by fierce currents 
and lashed by Arctic gales, needs many bouys and lighthouses to 
protect the mariner from the treacherous rocks. 
Suitable public and 


educational buildings are an ordinary necessity in any American 
community. 


No one who has given the matter any study at all will deny 


that a special body of mining, land and timber laws should be en- 
acted for Alaska. 
Conditions there are so radically different from 


those prevailing elsewhere that there is no analogy in our his- 
tory to guide Congress in dealing with Alaska. The surest way is to 
adopt, in spirit and general purpose, if not thejiteral terms, the 
suggestions emanating from residents of the Territory, who are 
personally familiar with conditions and are compelled to encounter 
them in their daily pursuits. As the wants expressed in the Seat- 
tle memorial are apparently a concensus of public opinon' in Alaska 
they should be heeded at Washington. The tone of the memorial 
is temperate and dignified, and the demands moderate in scope and 
extent. 
There is no reason why Congress should not promptly 


accede to a majority of the requests it contains.

SOME AMERICAN FESTIVALS. 


Thanksgiving day, in its usages, preserves the evidence of its 


New England origin. Just as we have established a mixed English 
and German Christmas, an English New Year, a pure German 
Easter, a heathen Chinese Fourth of July, and an English and South- 
ern hallowe'en, so we have established for the whole nation customs 
of Thanksgiving celebration whose origin and symbolism belon* to 
New England. Turkey was the central feature of the first Thanks- 
giving at Plymouth, and was the principal delicacy of early New 
England. Mince pie and pumpkin pie are characteristic New Eng- 
land dishes, and cranberries are a New England fruit—the only 
small fruit available in that climate at this season. The idea of a 
harvest festival is older than America—older, even, than the history 
of our race in Europe—but the combination of that festival with a 
distinctly religious service of thanks was a characteristically New 
England idea.

board of directors of the Board of Trade 
last evening, President Capwell presided 
and the special order of business was 
consideration of the proposed hotel at 
Claremont. 


HOTEL COMMITTEE. 


The secretary read the report of the 


special hotel committee, which consisted 
of Messrs. B. P. Vandercook, C. D. Bates 
Jr., and Hugh Hogan. This report was 
the result of a meeting held last week. 


The project as o'utllned by Mr. Louis, 


Titus, one of the projectors of the pro- 
posed hotel, was to build at Claremont, 
Just beyond the city line of Oakland and 
Berkeley, a hotel to cost $250,000. 
The 


grounds, he stated, were in a very high 
order of cultivation and residents in the 
vicinity stated that the former owner had 
expended upwards of $50,000 in beautify- 
ing the grounds. The fourteen acres had 
been purchased, however, for $42,500, and 
that was the price It was to be put Into 
the hotel company. 
He further stated 


that there would bo absolutely no graft 
in the entire pioposltion, that the stock 
would be sold at par and that no com- 
missions would be paid. 


STOCK SUBSCRIPTION. 


The proposition was to secure subscrip- 


tions to stock in the hotel company. Cit- 
izens of Berkeley and others had already 
subscribed largely. 
In fact up to the 


present time about 5130,000 had been sub- 
scribed, which included the land at cost 
and forty thousand dollars subscribed by 
the Key Route. The latter company hail 
agreed to run a track through Fifty- 
fifth street direct to the hotel from the 
ferry. 
He thought the building of this 


hotel should Interest everybody In Oak- 
land and Berkeley, as well as all on thlH 
side of the bay. 
He felt confident that 


very i :iny San Francisco business men 
would subscribe if approached and that 
many San Franciscans 
would become 


permanent guests of such a hotel as pro- 
posed 
on 
this side of the bay. 
He 


thought this hotel would be a forerun- 
ner of several others. 
He desired the 


Oakland Board of Trade to endorse the 
ptoposltlon and ask the citizens to sub- 
scribe liberally to Lhe project. He was 
of the opinion that while 5250,000 would 
do, that it would be better to have a 
$300,000 structure.'

was found in his pocket. 
Who the 


friends of the unfortunate man were 
whom he visited in Alameda, and how 
he spent the time before he was dis- 
covered in a dazed condition about 6 
o'clock yesterday morning at the home 
of •William D. Van Dent at 2214 Pa- 
ciflc avenue, has not been disclosed. 


All day yesterday the police were 


looking for the missing bicycle and 
the man's hat. The folcycle is now at 
the city- prison, having been discovered 
yesterday morning at 
the northeast 


corner of Eighth street and Pacific av- 
enue at the West End by Manuel Pas- 
tro, an Italian youth, residing at 612 
Railroad avenue. He found the wheel 
leaning against a tree, where some- 
one had evidently placed it.

RUSES OF THE 


Major-Qi-nerol 'von Frobel, a German 


military expert with the Russian -array In 
the late Tvar, writes of Japanese ruse? 
• In the middle of February last I was 
with Rennenkampf's cavalry on tM 
treme right of the RuKHian army. A 
of truce arrived and handed In »ev«al 
letters written In unexceptionable Ilu&i- 
slan. One was to General Rennenkunuf. 
and contained a polite request that, alnc» 
hostilities did not appear to be imminent, 
he would allow his officers to meet tho I 
Japanese cavalry officer* at a picnic. 
February 20 was proposed for thte en- 
tertainment, but the Japanese host* weru 
ready to put It off till a latei date If morn 
convenient 
The proposed picnic actually 
took place, and the Russian end Japanese 
officers met February 21. To undwctand 
the point of this little Japanese lake It 
is necessary to remember that the great 
Japanese offensive movement becan on 
the 20th, out against the Kuwian ei- 
treme left— not the Russian right. Thus, 
while both sides were picnicking on the 
Liauho they were fighting at the Dallo 
pass. 
"At /Mukden the staff Interpreter had 
commandeered my Chinese (errant to 
assist him in translating tne contents of 
a packet of letter* which hftd just been 
taken from the bodies of dead Japanese. 
From thesis letters It appeared that we 
had Nogi's army — or at least a portion 
of It — in front of us. 
We were con- 
firmed In 1hls belief by the JapaneM 
themselves 
We were fighting at very 
close quarters and the Japanese con* 
stantly shouted to us in Russian that 
they had come from Port Arthur. 
"I was afterward taken prisoner, and 
during the whole period of my captivity I 
remained under the Impression that w* 
had been fighting Nogi's army. Judf* oft 
my astonishment when at last, on my re- 
lease, I procured a newspaper and found 
that Nogl'i army had been fighting In an 
entirely different part of the theater at 
war, and that w* had been enca«ed -with 
a newly formed army, called the array of 
the Yalu!"
